PURPOSE:To grasp the display contents of a 
TV screen even if sound is muted. 
CONSTITUTIONS a teletext signal extraction 
circuit 1 1 , a teletext signal is extracted from 
the video signal from an input terminal 21 . A 
character display mode is preliminarily set to a 
control circuit 1 9 by the operation of an 
operation part 14. When a user operates an 
operation part 14 to command sound mute, a 
control circuit 18 outputs a sound mute control 
signal based on this, a sound mute circuit 17 
operates and sound is muted. A sound mute 
detection circuit 20 detects that a sound mute 
operation is performed from this sound mute 
control signal and transmits the detection 
signal to the control circuit 19, Thus, the 
control circuit 19 operates a decoder circuit 12 
according to the display mode set to the circuit 
19 and makes the teletext signal from the 
teletext signal extracting circuit 1 1 be decoded. 
The signal obtained as a result becomes a 
character display signal in a display circuit 13, 
is synthesized with a video signal in a video 
signal processing circuit 7 and is displayed on 
a television screen.

[Problems to Be Solved by the Invention] A user watching a TV program may even feel 
sound from the TV receiver annoying while talking with somebody or answering the phone in 
the middle of the program. In such a case, the sound can be muted by using a remote 
controller, etc. 

[0005] When the TV receiver sound is muted like that, however, then a TV viewer 
cannot keep up with the content displayed on the screen when talking with someone 
or answering the phone and at the same time watching the TV program on the screen. 
[0006] An object of the present invention is directed to solving the problem. An 
object is to provide a teletext broadcasting receiver that allows a user to keep up with 
program content on the screen when sound is muted.

[Means for Solving Problems] In order to reach the objective, the present invention includes: 
a first means for extracting from a video signal a text information signal multiplexed on the 
video signal; a second means for deciphering the text information signal; a third means for 
synchronizing with the video signal text information obtained by the second means 
deciphering the text information signal to produce a synchronized signal, synthesizing the 
synchronized signal with the video signal, and displaying it on the TV screen; a fourth means 
for controlling the sound signal of the TV signal by ON/OFF switching to mute the sound; a 
fifth means for detecting a muting operation of the fourth means; and a sixth means for making 
the second means perform a deciphering operation and the third means perform a display 
operation upon detection of the muting operation performed by the fifth means. 
[0008] 

[Effects] When sound is muted, this is detected by the fifth means, and then text information 
is displayed on the TV screen automatically by the sixth means. The text information can be 
the same in content as the content of the sound of a program displayed on the TV screen. 
Thus, a TV viewer is able to keep up with the program content without muted sound. 
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
